(Currently Amended) A device An optical apparatus comprising a portion of an 
imag e stabiliz er fo r a variabl e magnification l e ns, comp r ising : variable magnification optical 
system and a first diaphragm disposed in an o p tical path of for limiting a light flux passing 
through said variable magnification l e ns; and optical system, and having an image shake 
correcting function, 

cont r ol means fo r controlling said fi r st diaphragm to cause said first diaphragm to limit 
an on-axial light flux when said variable magnification lens is on a tel e photo side, 

wherein said cont r ol means p r ovides a control to mak e th e a full-open aperture 
diameter of said diaphragm at a telephoto end during an operation of the image shake correcting 
function is smaller than a full-open aperture diameter of said diaphragm at a wide-angle end 
during an operation of the image shake correcting function wh e n said variable magnification l e ns 
is on a tel e photo sid e.

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29. (New) An optical apparatus according to Claim 21, wherein said diaphragm 
limits an on-axial light flux at the telephoto end. 

30. (New) An optical apparatus according to Claim 21, wherein the image shake 
correcting function is an electrical image shake correction function. 

3 1 . (New) An optical apparatus according to Claim 21 , wherein the image shake 
correcting function is an optical image shake correcting function. 

32. (New) An optical apparatus according to Claim 31, wherein said variable 
magnification optical system comprises a variator lens unit for performing variable magnification 
and an image-shake correcting lens unit that is arranged at the image plane side with respect to 
said variator lens unit and can be shifted perpendicularly to an optical axis. 

.33. (New) An optical apparatus according to Claim 21, wherein the limitation of the 
full-open aperture diameter of said diaphragm is removed when the image shake correcting 
function is not performed. 
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
